The sleepy 400 block of Haight 


Street gets a some foot traffic, but it’s 
not window shoppers or those out fora 
morning stroll. Those who walk east on 
the Lower Haight’s main drag, past Fill- 
more Street, are usually on a mission: 
Kate’s Kitchen for a cheap breakfast, 
SPARC for a gram of OG Kush, Rooky Ri- 
cardo’s Records for a soul 45, or Glass 
Key Photo for a 50-year-old medium-for- 
mat camera. 

Even heading straight for the place, 
Glass Key is easy to miss. Its Dutch 
door is slightly recessed from the 
street, and its facade is small. Upon 
entering, customers must navigate 
among stacks of boxes containing cam- 
era parts to find the roll of film or lens 
they’re looking for. 

The camera shop comes from mod- 
est roots, too. Owner Matt Osborne 
first launched the business in 2012, 
with a single desk and a refrigerator 
full of film in the back of Rooky Ri- 
cardo’s. After two years, business was 
thriving, and Osborne teamed up 
with 4x5 Gallery owner Gordon Szeto 
to launch Glass Key Photo — which, 
when it first opened its doors at 442 
Haight St., carried film, a few camer- 
as, and a gallery full of prints. 

But over time, the camera and film 
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business took off, and the open floor 
plan gradually filled up with boxes 

on top of boxes packed with gear. In 
the past few months, Osborne and 
Szeto rented out a storage unit just to 
hold rare supplies they bought from 
Adolph Gasser, a massive camera 
retailer that operated out of SoMa 
for 67 years before closing down in 
March. 

Adolph Gasser wasn’t the only 
analog retailer to close up shop in 
San Francisco in the past few years. 
Osborne and Szeto came up witha 
list of seven others: Calumet, Action 
Camera, Ritz, Discount Cameras, Pho- 
tographer’s Supply, Pro Camera, and 
Keeble and Schuchat — though the 
latter was down in Palo Alto. 

“We're the only one left that’s only 
film,” Osborne says. 

Taking into account all the recent 
closures, it would appear that the 
analog camera industry is on its way 
out. Everyone who has a smartphone 
has a camera at their fingertips, and 
major film producers — such as Agfa, 
Fuji, and Kodak — have discontinued 
scores of products, reducing the stock 
of what’s left in the remaining film 
stores. For many professional photog- 
raphers who’ve moved over to digital, 
the film era is over. 

But in Lower Haight, Glass Key

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Photo thrives. As the bigger camera 
shops close up, customers are flocking 
to Haight Street for their supplies, 
and Osborne and Szeto are busier 
than ever. Some of this is due to de- 
creasing competition, but that alone 
isn’t enough to survive. With years of 
experience behind them, and by keep- 
ing a close eye on what’s selling and 
what isn’t, Glass Key’s owners have 
carved out a niche for themselves in 

a community where it’s not unusual 
for someone to impulse-buy a $1,000 
film camera. 

“It’s trendy, everything is trendy in 
this industry right now,” Szeto tells SF 
Weekly. “A lot of people shooting, they 
didn’t grow up in the era when these 
cameras came out, so they don’t know 
a lot about them. They just know 
who’s using them. It has a lot to do 
with who’s seen using what.” 

In recent months, Glass Key has 
seen a huge uptick in point-and-shoot 
film cameras. 

“Contax 645, those are hugely pop- 
ular because some top-end wedding 
photographer is using it, and all these 
other wedding photographers have to 
use it now,’ he says. “Value-wise, it’s 
gone up enormously.” 

Another item the shop can hardly 
keep in stock is the Yashica T4. 

“Terry Richardson used it, so ev- 


is stuff people have brought in to sell. 
(Glass Key is the only place in the city 
that will pay cash for gear, instead of 
selling things on commission.) And 
even with their buying outreach, 
they’ve gone Luddite. 

“We have a guy that puts up flyers 
for us,’ Szeto says. “Many of the peo- 
ple we’re looking to buy from aren't 
going to be online, or on Craigslist. 
They’re going to be at laundromats, 
restaurants. It’s been great so far. 

“We used to do estate sales, but it’s 
a lot of work and it’s not worth it,” he 
continues. “Now that we have more 
people coming in, we’re able to bypass 
some of that. That was our goal; we 
know it’s out there.” 

The diversity of the crowds that 
enter Glass Key speaks to its wide 
array of stock — disposable black- 
and-white film cameras sit across the 
room from large-format, wet-plate 
cameras from the 1800s — but also 
to the vibe of the place. Someone 
who thinks they know it all can come 
in and be politely schooled by Szeto 
and Osborne, but neither are ever 
too high-and-mighty not to put down 
something they’re working on in 
order to show a teenage girl how to 
work their grandfather’s old Rollei. It’s 
a friendly neighborhood camera shop, 
and even as it becomes more of a des- 
tination for photographers across the 
city, it retains its charm. 

Luckily for Glass Key, the afore- 
mentioned trendiness of film photog- 
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A refrigerator full of film sits behind 


into it,” Osborne says. “A weird thing 
that’s happening now, that’s similar to 
vinyl — vinyl’s been having this issue 
where the pressing plants can’t keep up 
with demand. That’s happening with 
film. Cinestill [an experimental type 
of motion-picture film converted for 
still photography] has been on back- 
order, because they literally got caught 
off-guard and didn’t expect to be as 
successful as they’ve been. It’s weird to 
have shortages based on too much de- 
mand, instead of lack of raw material.” 

And at $12 per roll, the new Cines- 
till film, which can be used for only 12 
photos, proves there’s a solid business 
to be had just out of dealing in new 
stuff. 

Technology trends do occasionally 
swing on a pendulum, and film photog- 
raphy does appear to be on an upswing 
for the first time in several decades. 
And in an era where adults average 10 
hours a day looking at screens, return- 
ing to a tactile, analog activity can be 
a relief. 

“T do think some people view film 
photography as an alternative,” says 
Osborne. “They think ‘Tm in front a 
computer enough, I want to do this an- 
other way.’ People like just going back 
into a darkroom. It’s a different thing. 
Why limit yourself?”

With the creation of a Safe Injection Task Force, S.F. moves one step closer 


to safe injection sites.

People are slumped against the 
walls of Civic Center BART’s hallways — 
some are asleep, others stare into space. 
Little bright-orange syringe caps are 
wedged in the metal escalator stairs as 
commuters ride up to Market Street. Walk- 
ing towards City Hall, syringes can be spot- 
ted lying in the gutters of the streets, next 
to the Main Library, where a teacher 
rounds up a group of schoolkids. With an 
estimated 22,000 San Francisco residents 
regularly injecting drugs, it’s become hard 
to ignore the epidemic. But this week, a 
new task force launched to address the is- 
sue of intravenous drug use on city streets. 

“We're finally having an open and 
honest conversation about what’s hap- 
pening on our streets,’ begins Supervisor 
London Breed, at a press conference on 
the steps of City Hall. On Monday after- 
noon, the Safe Injection Services Task 
Force was formally announced, to begin 
research and advocacy work around the 
establishment of a safe injection site in 
San Francisco. 

Safe-injection sites are not a new con- 
cept — around 100 such facilities exist 
in progressive Scandinavian countries 
such as Norway and Denmark, as well 
as in the Netherlands, France, Australia, 
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Canada, and Spain. The spaces offer users 
a clean, comfortable safe space, sterile 
injection equipment, basic health care, 

a trained medical staff, and access to 
drug-addiction counseling. 

And the data coming out of these 
clinics is remarkable: In Vancouver, a fa- 
cility called Insite handles more than 600 
injections per day. The space opened in 
2003, and has yet to have someone die of 
an overdose in the facility. With access to 
a safe space to shoot up, overdose deaths 
near Insite have dropped a whopping 35 
percent. 

Numbers aside, the need for a safe 
space for people to inject intravenous 
drugs in San Francisco is, for many, a 
personal issue. 

“Some of you know I lost my sister in 
this city to a drug overdose,” Breed tells 
the crowd. “I know the impact it can have 
on a person and a family. I also know 
how difficult it is to get better, and how 
much help individuals need to recover, 
every single step of the way. For years, 
San Francisco has grappled with how to 
help people like my sister, but they’re left 
to wither away on our streets without 
help, without solutions, and without 
hope.” 

Gary McCoy, a former drug addict and 
an HIV/AIDS advocate, lived on the city’s 


streets for many years and struggled to 
get back on his feet. 

“I spent an incredible amount of time 
in the emergency room, with blood in- 
fections and staph infections,” he says. “I 
split my time sleeping wherever I could 
— couches, above elevator shafts, shel- 
ters, and on the streets. My entire using 
career was spent in the darkest corners 
of San Francisco. 

“We can do better,” he continues. “We 
can no longer ignore those struggling 
on our streets in the darkness of their 
addiction. We need alternatives to pull 
people in and connect them to life-saving 
services.” 

It’s easy to blame drug users for their 
public addictions, but for employees of 
nonprofits who work with the population 
every day, there’s a different story to be 
told. Holly Bradford, program coordina- 
tor at the SF Drug Users Union, says that 
the concerns she hears from people using 
on the streets are often less about their 
own safety than that of others. 

“We work at a needle exchange over 
on Turk and Taylor,” she says. “They don’t 
come to me and say ‘Oh, I want some- 
where to get high so I’m comfortable, 
and this and that. They say, ‘I don’t want 
to inject in front of children. I don’t want 
families to see me injecting between 
cars. These are the things these people 
are worried about. ... Drug users are peo- 
ple, and they care.” 

While the establishment of the Safe 
Injection Task Force is a big step toward 
making such sites a reality in S.F, the 
work is just beginning. Over the next few 
months, the task force will draft recom- 
mendations based on the Department 
of Public Health’s assessment of sites 
around the world. Potential costs and 
benefits to taxpayers will be examined, 
and interviews will be held with drug 
users and local residents. But the ball is 
officially rolling, and nonprofit leaders 
are celebrating. 

“This is the San Francisco I heard 
about, back in the day,” Bradford says, 
“where they actually stood up to the 
plate and did something around public 
health and public health policy.”

Construction 
Cost Boom 


San Francisco Is the 
second-most-expensive 
city for construction inthe 
United States. 


A new, rather dry, and 
number-heavy report came out 
earlier this month. It would be 
easy to skim through if the the 
words “San Francisco” and “con- 
struction” weren't so prevalent. 
Thanks to the International Con- 
struction Market Survey, it’s now 
become clear that hilly little S.F 
has moved up the list to become 
the second-most-expensive city 
in the country in which to build, 
well, pretty much anything. 
Professional research team 
Turner and Townsend studied 
43 global markets to come to 
this conclusion. “This year, 60 
percent of the cities analyzed are 
currently identified as ‘warm, 
hot, or overheating’ construction 
markets — including Seattle, San 
Francisco and New York,” the re- 
port states. 


Pints For 
Pants 


A North Beach bar collects 
trousers for the homeless. 


A college project has brought to- 
gether a North Beach bar and a non- 
profit, in an effort to provide pants 
for people living on the streets. 
From now through June 8, those 
with extra pants lying around can 
get a free pint at Rogue Brewery, if 
they drop off a pair of trousers in 
the business’s North Beach Citizens 
donation bin. 

Jennifer O’Neill, a student 
of social work at San Jose State 
University, is the brains behind 
this operation. While interning at 
North Beach Citizens, a resource 
center for people living on the 
street, she was assigned the task 
of creating a program that filled 
a gap in services. She found the 
answer while sorting donated 
clothes. 

“We were lacking pants for our 
bigger and taller male clientele, 
who make up the majority of the 
population we serve,’ O’Neill tells 
SF Weekly. “NBC relies on dona- 
tions from the community and 
neighboring organizations, but 
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New York is in first place — it 
currently costs an average of $354 
per square foot of construction 
in the Big Apple. But S.F isn’t far 
behind, at $330. Seattle comes in 
third at $280 per square foot, and 
Houston is fourth, at $233 per 
square foot. 

Part of the cost increase is 
credited to rising labor rates, 
combined with labor shortages. 
Construction workers in North 
America now get paid an average 
of $72.50 per hour. In San Fran- 
cisco, the average is $73. In New 
York, that number is closer to 
$100. While those numbers may 
seem sky-high, keep in mind that 
they reflect the jobs of everyone 
involved, not just laborers — and 
also includes worker benefits, 
such as travel costs, insurance, 
and pension. 

Will San Francisco continue 
to be near the top in next year’s 
report? Most likely. Thanks to 
projects like the Central SoMa 
Plan, which will create 7,500 
new units of housing, plus the 
ground-breaking of the new War- 
riors arena and development of 
Mission Bay, the digging, drilling 
and building isn’t going to stop 
anytime soon. —NS 


there was just never enough of 
this basic necessity. 

“I remember when I proposed 
this project to my teacher, she 
kinda laughed, because it sounded 
so pedestrian,” O’Neill admits. 
“But the need is so great! There 
just isn’t enough basic necessities 
available to those experiencing 
poverty, and it can be very easy for 
those of us who are more fortu- 
nate to forget this simple fact.” 

The connection between Rogue 
and NBC has already resulted in 
a second partnership — $1 of ev- 
ery pint of a special North Beach 
Citizens Pilsner will go toward the 
organization, while supplies last. 

“Every time someone buys a 
pint, we will ring the bell to lit- 
erally raise awareness for North 
Beach Citizens,’ says Rogue Ales 
President Brett Joyce.

City Ponders 
Reefer 
Regulations 


Supervisor Sheehy wants to 
regulate recreational cannabis 
Sales. 


As Jan. 1, 2018 — the date when 
adult-use cannabis becomes legal to sell in 
California — draws ever closer, questions 
over how San Francisco will choose to reg- 
ulate the industry become increasingly 
urgent. 

The need for answers has led Dis- 
trict 8 Supervisor Jeff Sheehy to draft 
an ordinance that would amend the 
city’s administrative code, establish- 
ing a cannabis commission and can- 
nabis department. 

Sheehy, who Mayor Ed Lee ap- 
pointed to the Board of Supervisors 
in January to succeed Scott Wiener, 
has long been an advocate for medical 
cannabis, stretching back to his days 
as the president of the Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club. It was there in 1996 
that Sheehy worked alongside noted 
cannabis and LGBT activist Dennis 
Peron to pass Proposition 215, which 
made California the first state to le- 
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galize medical marijuana. 

As the only out, HIV-positive 
supervisor on the board, Sheehy has 
publicly confirmed his standing as 
a card-carrying medical-marijuana 
patient. (Much of the onus for Prop 
215 stems from the benefits cannabis 
provided to Peron’s late partner, Jon- 
athan West, who used marijuana to 
relieve symptoms of AIDS.) Follow- 
ing in Peron’s footsteps, Supervisor 
Sheehy is now eager to establish a 
framework for how San Francisco will 
regulate adult use. 

His chief of staff, Bill Barnes, says 
the proposed cannabis commission 
and department will operate like 
some existing commissions work 
today. 

“As introduced by Supervisor 
Sheehy, there would be a commission 
that would issue permits, and there 
would be a director 
who would do the 
daily administrative 
tasks,” Barnes explains. 
“The entertainment 
commission is a good 
example of this, where 
they have a commission 
that ultimately issues

While Barnes notes that not ev- 
eryone agrees that a commission is 
the ideal scenario, he points to the 
work already accomplished by the 
Cannabis State Legalization Task 
Force, which the the Board of Super- 
visors established in July 2015. Fea- 
turing 22 members, the CSLTF has 
provided an opportunity for mem- 
bers of the public, business owners, 
and any other interested parties 
affiliated with the cannabis sector to 
voice their opinions and share their 
concerns about how adult-use sales 
should be regulated. 

“Frankly, the public is already 
kind of driving the process,” Barnes 
says. ‘This idea of sort of a one-stop 
shop or standalone department actu- 
ally came about because a number of 
the commissioners who have worked 
on the issue said that they believed 
this would be the best approach for 
San Francisco.” 

Part of what makes this situation 
unique is the fact that San Francisco

is the only California city that is also 
a county. Health departments typi- 
cally fall under county jurisdiction, 
while cities are in charge of local 
zoning control. In San Francisco’s 
case, they operate concurrently, with 
the San Francisco Department of 
Health overseeing the city’s current 
Medical Cannabis Dispensary pro- 
gram. 

However, Barnes doesn’t see the 
situation as an obstacle. 

“What’s interesting is that, be- 
cause we're a city and a county, ev- 
erybody is somewhat consolidated,” 
he says. “We're all kind of working 
together, and that means the Board 
of Supervisors can take these issues 
and work on them at the same time 
— whereas, in other communities, 
the county might be doing one thing 
and the city might be doing some- 
thing else, which may or may not 
lead to conflicts.” 

One doesn't have to look far to 

see an example of what 
Barnes is describing. 
Across the bay in Oak- 
land, recent City Council 
meetings have grown 
contentious over pro- 
posed residency require- 
ments in the permitting 
process. 

Asked if he worries 
similar issues may arise 
down the line, Barnes 
says that, “San Francisco 
is a different scenario 
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than the East Bay.” 

He says comparing San Francis- 
co’s proposed solution to what other 
cities are working on is likely far less 
important than which mandates — if 
any — are yet to come down from 
the state. 

“Right now, we don’t know a 
whole lot about cannabis regulation,” 
Barnes says. “We know at the state 
level that there are some proposals 
that are going to be put into place 
limiting how this all works. Those 
haven't yet been passed. For us, it’s 
important to put the structure in 
place so that it can be trusted, and so 
that everyone can realize it works — 
and then we can get into the specifics 
as we get more information.” 

Barnes adds that while much is 
new and in need of clarification in 
the relationship between local gov- 
ernment and cannabis regulation, 
that doesn’t mean each step forward 
has to reinvent the wheel. 

“Under [San Francisco Health 
Code] Article 33, we have an existing 
process in place for people to apply 
for medical cannabis dispensary 
permits. We do have this framework 
already there. I don’t think that our 
adult-use regulations will look dra- 
matically different from the system 
that people are already familiar with.”

On the night of Friday, Dec. 2, 2016, 36 
people perished, almost all young adults, 
and many more suffered physical and psy- 
chological injuries in a horrific fire that con- 
sumed the Ghost Ship building in the 
Fruitvale District of Oakland. 

The fire started near midnight during an 
electronic music show in the converted 
warehouse. It was the deadliest structural 
blaze in California since the 1906 San Fran- 
cisco earthquake and fire.

was being used as an unlicensed music 
venue and cabaret as well as an unlawful 
and dangerous residential dwelling. Yet, 
they did nothing despite numerous statutory 
safety mandates that they either cause the 
structure to be brought up to code or to 
close it down until it was made safe. As a 
result, 36 people died. 

Prior to the fire, the Oakland Fire Depart- 
ment stated that it inspected all commercial 
structures annually for safety compliance. 
The Alameda Civil Grand Jury, according to 
its own website, “...acts as a ‘watch-dog’ 
by investigating the workings and efficien- 
cles of county and local governments.” In 
the 2013-2014 session, two years prior to 
the fatal fire the Grand Jury investigated 
the OFD's efforts to conduct fire inspections 
of commercial buildings. The Grand Jury 
outlined the OFD's responsibilities for fire 
prevention, emergency services and emer- 
gency preparedness, which are supposed to 
be accomplished through the Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau: a branch of OFD that manages 
inspection programs related to compliance 
with state and municipal fire codes. 

As authorized by state law, OFD was 
Supposed to conduct annual commercial fire 
inspections of businesses within the city. In 
Oakland, commercial inspections were sup- 
posed to encompass inspection of egress 
systems, fire sprinklers, fire/smoke alarms, 
combustible storage and electrical compo- 
nents. 

The Grand Jury found that of 8,000 an- 
nual inspection attempts, approximately 
6,000 facilities were accessed and an addi-

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tional 4,000 commercial occupan- 
cles went un-inspected due to 
“competing OFD priorities.” The 
Grand Jury found that “the city of 
Oakland's website stated that the 
commercial inspection program 
mandates annual inspections of all 
commercial facilities.” 

This provides the public with the 
false impression that all commercial 
businesses are inspected annually. 
The Grand Jury learned that approxi- 
mately 4,000 (out of approximately 
11,000) go un-inspected each year. 
They went on to state that “the city 
of Oakland must provide accurate in- 
formation to the public (on its web- 
site and in documents) about the 
frequency of inspections and number 
of commercial fire inspections com- 
pleted.” 

The city never corrected these 
deficiencies and did not change their 
website stating that they annually 
conducted inspections until after the 
Ghost Ship fire. Indeed, the evidence shows 
that the Ghost Ship building was never in- 
spected in the decades before the fire. 

The investigating attorneys have deter- 
mined that a basis exists for the city of Qak- 
land to be held accountable for its failures 
to adequately inspect and protect the public 
from the dangers presented in the Ghost 
ship. This fire should have been prevented 
by the city meeting its responsibilities to the 
public, and unless they are held account- 
able this tragedy will likely repeat itself. We 





also believe grounds exist for bringing 
claims against the County of Alameda and 
state of California. 

California law requires that any party 
which seeks to advance Its legal rights 
against the government must file a claim 
within six months of the date of injury, here 
Dec. 2, 2016. The failure to do so bars the 
ability to bring subsequent legal action. 
(There are some exceptions fora “late 
claim” to be filed.) Filing a claim does not 
mean that someone will sue but preserves

“It’s one of the interesting 
things about the writing life,” says Geoff 
Dyer, “the extent to which you are not in 
control of what you write.” 

The author of novels like Jeff in Ven- 
ice, Death in Varanasi and non-fiction 
works such as Another Great Day at Sea: 
Life Aboard the USS George H.W. Bush, 
Dyer doesn’t consider himself to be a 
political writer. His greatest hero and 
mentor, he says, was the politically 
committed British critic John Berger, 
who died earlier this year. 

“Then, if you went through other 
writers who were big influences on me, 
it would be Camus, Orwell, Raymond 
Williams,” he says. “It’s really been 
quite a surprise to me that I’ve ended 
up not being politically engaged in the 
writing at all like that. It’s not exactly a 
disappointment to me, but it remains a 
surprise by how it’s turned out.” 

Nonetheless, Dyer is among the 
200 literary figures participating in 
the third Bay Area Book Festival, to be 
held on multiple stages in Downtown 
Berkeley on Saturday and Sunday, 
June 3 and 4. (A single $15 pass gets 
you into all indoor sessions.) This 
year’s theme is “highlighting the power 
of literature for social change,” and one 
area where Dyer has always been at the 
forefront is the evolving importance 
of genre. 

Born in the United Kingdom and 
a resident of Los Angeles, Dyer’s pro- 
digious output includes books on a 
wide range of subjects — from jazz to 
World War I to photography — plus 
three novels. Jeff in Venice, Death in 
Varanasi might be better described as 
two loosely related novellas riffing on 
Thomas Mann’s Death in Venice by way 
of the contemporary Venice Biennale 
and a spiritual awakening in a holy city 
in India. Consequently, bookstores 
throughout his career have seldom 
known exactly where to place him. 

“When I started writing these 
funny, neither-one-thing-nor-another 
books that I’ve been doing, I was pretty 
much the only person doing it,” he says. 

Then, more and more people started 
doing the same thing, leading to what 
Dyer calls the “now-popular genre 
of the genre-less book.” It raised his 
profile. 

“Now that other people are doing it, 
I’ve become sort of somewhat better 
known,” he says. “Part of, as it were, 
some sort of movement or zeitgeist-y 
thing — whereas before, I was just sort 
of this poor, lonely loser who couldn't 
write a proper book.” 
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At the festival, he’ll speak about 
genre — on Saturday from 3:00 to 
4:15 p.m., with Icelandic author Oddny 
Eir and Ethan Nosowsky — and then 
about travel writing on Sunday from 
3:15 to 4:30 p.m., with Josh Jelly-Scha- 
piro and Tom Lutz, moderated by Leah 
Garchik.

Scorcese, Long Strange Trip is so much 
more than a “behind the music” back- 
story about the Grateful Dead. 

A documentary made of archival and 
never-before-seen footage, concert clips, 
and interviews with band members, it 
runs for four hours. That’s fitting, since 
it’s pretty much the average length of a 
Grateful Dead show, give or take a few 
hours. (The band never played predeter- 
mined songs or sets.) 

While the film contains a lighter, 
historical account of how the band 
came about, it doesn’t sugarcoat the 
darker events that led to Jerry Garcia’s 
death. No doubt, it’s a lot to process, 
but if it were one minute shorter, it 
wouldn’t have been enough. And Dead- 
head though I am, even I learned some 
things. 

Bar-Lev (The Tillman Story and 
My Kid Could Paint That) attended 
the April premiere in the presence of 
family and friends, including Trixie 
Garcia (Jerry’s daughter), lyricist John 
Barlow, activist Wavy Gravy and his 
wife Jahanara Romney, and plenty of 
fans donning flowy dresses, old jeans, 
and tie-dye. The collective love in the 
audience was palpable, and according 
to those who were close to Garcia, it 
was “healing.” During a Q&A after the 
films screening, Trixie Garcia said, “It 
was time for the whole community to 
heal and to process what happened. 
[The film] is going to turn on a lot of 
new people, but heal a lot of wounds, 
as well.” 

The first few acts of the six-part 
documentary delve into the band’s 
1965 formation in Palo Alto, when they 
played at acid tests around the Haight 
as the Beat Generation’s heyday gave

darker moments, such as 

the band’s reluctant rise to 
stardom and Garcia’s subse- 
quent struggle with heroin. 
It heightened in the late ’80s, 
around the same time that 
huge groups of ticketless 
partygoers were arriving at 
shows, changing a once-peace- 
ful situation into a chaotic 
one. 

I met up with Bar-Lev, a 
Berkeley native, a few weeks 
after a screening at the 
Ritz-Carlton. He said he made 
the film to explore how the 
band handled fame, since the 
Grateful Dead was known 
for a disinclination toward 
publicity or creating hit songs 
yet they still ended up as the 
highest-grossing concert act in 
the United States. 

Asked if he thinks 
non-Deadheads would ap- 
preciate the film as much as 
Deadheads might, Bar-Lev 
said, “Just this morning, I was 
thinking that. Basically, it’s 
two films happening simulta- 
neously, but they occupy the 
same space. One of those films 
is for Deadheads and the other 
is for people who scratch their 
heads and don’t understand 
what Deadheads are all about. 
It’s really made for the two 
audiences.” 

Having a combination of 
Deadheads and non-Dead- 
heads work on Long Strange 
Trip was key, because 
Deadheads can suffer from 
groupthink, just as any other 
subculture can.

Paumgarten. He did so because there 
was always a tension between Dead- 
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heads who would have almost inde- 
scribable experiences at the shows and 
people who were curious about what it 
was all about. Bar-Lev picked the most 
articulate Deadheads he knew, hoping 
they could put the whole thing to rest. 

Long Strange Trip’s final act is the 
heaviest, showing how the scene be- 
came unmanageable after the release 
of 1987’s “Touch of Grey,” the band’s 
only single to chart in the top 10. Bar- 
Lev said that while that song may have 
seemed to destroy the Grateful Dead 
scene, it’s also the reason the film was 
made. 

“It’s what gave the Grateful Dead 
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its cultural legs,” he said. “It’s going to 
be in the bloodstream of the culture 
in a way that can’t be put back, and 
I think that’s a good thing. On some 
level, I feel that Jerry understood that 
and wasn't going to be putting his foot 
down about people gate-crashing and 
newbies too much, because he under- 
stood that the Grateful Dead being 
devoured by their own popularity was 
maybe exactly what needed to happen.” 
“I think that’s Jerry in a nutshell,” 
he added. “Instead of putting value 
judgments on things, he was just like, 
‘Let it happen.’ Maybe he thought it 
was just the natural course of things.”

While you can’t dodge the deep 
sorrow surrounding Garcia’s death in 
1995, the overall takeaway from the 
film is that the Grateful Dead wasn’t 
just a band, but a phenomenon. Since 
no show or song was played exactly as 
its previous one, the band had become 
a living organism — a collective im- 
provisation — that was completely de- 
pendent on audience participation. All 
the Grateful Dead ever wanted from 
the beginning was to live life and have 
a damn good time doing it, and for a 
long time, they achieved that.

This past Sunday’s annual Bay 
to Breakers footrace drew an estimated 
50,000 people to the streets of San Fran- 
cisco. As is the custom in recent decades, 
a handful of runners chose to wear noth- 
ing but their race bibs anda smile, with 
their junk, boobs, and rear ends in full 
public display. 

This SF Weekly reporter encoun- 
tered fewer than two dozen naked run- 
ners this year, and the practice seems 
less in vogue than in previous decades 
when nudist colonies were still popu- 
lar. In an era when “naked” is more of 
a chalupa type than a Bay to Breakers 
costume, most people seemed content 
with a tight, sexy outfit. 

It’s impossible to know exactly how 
many people still run Bay to Breakers 
buck naked, as there are no official sta- 
tistics. But Bay to Breakers’ reputation 
as a “naked race” seems more notori- 
ous than its actual track record does. 

Still, naked die-hards remain in the 
mix. Many understandably declined to 
give their names or consent to being 
photographed with their cash and priz- 
es flopping around. But I spoke with 
about a dozen to find out why they run 
naked as jaybirds. 

“T’ve always wanted to do it,” says 
a woman in her early 30s who gave 
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her name as Fos, and carried a vagi- 
na-themed sign that read “Stroke the 
Furry Wall.” 

“But I thought that I would wait 
until I got fat and middle-aged,” she 
added, “because then it would be much 
funnier.” 

Fos did not wait until she was mid- 
dle-aged, but that did seem to be the 
most common demographic for those 
who did. (Asked about her sign, she 
said, “It’s basically a testament that 
people shouldn’t wax their pubic hair.”) 

Some race traditions lack any con- 
sensus explanation for their origin, 
like tossing tortillas at the Start Line 
or dressing up like Elvis. But we do 
know how the naked thing started. It 
dates back to 1983 when a guy named 
Ed Van Sicklin tore off all his clothes 
at the Start Line. The crowd went nuts 
at the sight of Van Sicklin’s nuts, anda 
San Francisco tradition was born. 

SF Weekly tracked Van Sicklin down 
back in 2010. “It was a total lark,” he 
told SF Weekly at the time. “It was one 
of those things where you get a hair up 
your ass to do something and don’t let 
yourself back down.” 

From this, a group of nudists 
formed a naked running team called 
Bare to Breakers, in 1993. A contin- 
gent of naked people was too much for 
SFPD, and they were promptly arrested 
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for nudity in Golden Gate Park. Their 
charges were all dismissed in court — 
their attorney was actually named Will 
Stripp — and some of these nudists 
will still strip today. 

“I moved here in 97, and I’ve done 
it every year,” says naked runner Char- 
ley, whose baloney pony was flopping 
in the open, as was his partner’s. “It’s 
so much more fun if you can go na- 
ked. We're in probably dozens — or 
maybe hundreds — of people’s family 
albums.” 

It is technically legal to run Bay to 
Breakers naked. Though nudity was 
prohibited at the race in 2009, the 
2012 nudity ban authored by then-Su- 
pervisor Scott Wiener has an exception 
for “appropriate venues.” 

These “appropriate venues” include 
large public events like the race of the 
Folsom Street Fair, as if anything there 
could be described as “appropriate.” 

One of the more prolific nudity 
activists who fought for that exception 
is George Davis, a “naked Board of Su- 
pervisors candidate” who ran against 
Wiener in 2014 and was spotted at 
this year’s race with his junk jiggling in 
broad daylight. “Why would you label 
it as ‘junk’? It’s a body part,” Davis 
says, dressing me down. “Junk’ really 
should be dropped as a colloquialism. 
It’s also called ‘family jewels, a per- 
spective that [gives the penis] more 
value.” 

The naked runners all seemed delir- 
iously happy with their situation, but a 
few reported the occasional unsolicited 
grope or ass-slap. 

“Mostly people slapping my butt,” 
said naked dude Tom. “I had this one 
guy who was handicapped, in a wheel- 
chair. He goes wham! and hits me. He 
rode off real quick off, and looks back 
at me with this giggle, and I could see 
he was mentally challenged. But he was 
having a great time.” 

Based on a day of nude-runner 
analysis, it is fair to conclude that the 
Bay to Breakers naked population is 
predominantly male, Caucasian, and 
over the age of 40. These findings will 
surprise no one, but one unexpected 
factor did stand out — guys who run 
Bay to Breakers naked skew uncut. 

“T’ve seen more uncircumcised dicks 
today than in my entire life,” said one 
female naked runner, who gave her 
name as “Dana Slayonce.”

Thomas Vinterberg’s The Commune may 
look like a Danish take on The Ice Storm, 
and while it does share themes of up- 
per-middle-class types experimenting 
with the loosened sexual mores of the 
1970s, it zigs just when you'd expect it to 
zag, and it’s far more compassionate to- 
ward its characters. Erik (Ulrich Thom- 
sen) is a disgruntled architecture 
professor whose recently deceased father 
leaves him the 5,000-square-foot family 
home, far too big and expensive for him 
and his TV-anchor wife Anna (Trine 
Dyrholm). Bored with the rather un- 
pleasant Erik as her constant compan- 
ion, Anna suggests they bring in several 
other people and give the whole commu- 
nal-living thing a try. (It’s the 1970s.) 
Meanwhile, Erik enters into an affair 
with his student Emma (Helene Rein- 
gaard Neumann), a 24-year-old who may 
as well be a younger clone of Anna. The 
heart of The Commune is in fact not the 
commune itself, but rather the relation- 
ship that develops between Anna and 
Emma as they try to make the triangle 
work under one roof. (Again, it’s the 
1970s.) It’s also remarkable how other 
than being young and conventionally 
pretty, Emma is not played up as a sex 
object; Vinterberg’s camera never even 
ogles her breasts. Hopefully, there won't 
be an American remake, because there’s 
no way it wouldn't not screw that up.

Wakefield 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday. 
It says a lot about the film business that 
an indie movie with a small cast shot ina 
few locations with little synchronized di- 
alogue would have 41 credited produc- 
ers, 13 of whom are listed as executive 
producers and 20 as co-executive produc- 
ers. Such is the case with Robin Swicord’s 
Wakefield — which, to its credit, doesn’t 
feel like it’s been executive-produced 
within an inch of its life. Howard Wake- 
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field (Bryan Cranston) is a successful 
Manhattan lawyer who lives in a fancy 
house in the suburbs with his classically 
beautiful wife (Jennifer Garner) and 
their two daughters. One evening, feel- 
ing stifled by all this success and stabil- 
ity, he decides to hide indefinitely in the 
attic of his fancy house’s detached ga- 
rage. Though there are occasional flash- 
backs with actual dialogue, the film is 
entirely from Howard’s point of view as 
he spies on his family going on with their 
lives without what he considers to be 
enough grief over his unexplained disap- 
pearance. As he embraces his new life- 
style of rummaging through garbage for 
food — aka “freedom” — the experience 
doesn’t humble him but somehow makes 
him an even more entitled asshole. It’s 
always fun to watch Cranston at his most 
assholish. And if Wakefield is a bit over- 
long, it also ends at exactly the right mo- 
ment. SC 


The Last Shaman 
Not rated. 

Opens Friday at Opera Plaza Cinema. 
Western medicine fails James Freeman. 
As his depression intensifies, psycho- 
pharmaceuticals have no effect. Even 
electroconvulsive therapy can’t stave off 
his suicidal ideation. His father, Mason, a 
Harvard Medical School professor, has 
access to the nation’s finest men- 
tal-health experts. One of them, a Nobel 
Prize-winning scientist, tells him that 
the treatments currently available are 
still primitive at best. Despite his knowl- 
edge and privilege, Mason is helpless to 
find a cure for his son. This is the pream- 
ble of Raz Degan’s documentary The Last 
Shaman. What follows is Freeman’s jour- 
ney to the Peruvian rainforest, where he 
seeks out a sacred plant reputed to have 
healing powers, the ayahuasca vine. Sha- 
mans there administer a brew to treat 
both mind and body. For those indige- 
nous to the Amazon, ingesting it is part 
of a sacred ceremony, but tourists who've 
read about its psychedelic properties 
sometimes make the long trek south just 
to get high. The Last Shaman distin- 
guishes between these two sets of inten- 
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tions by establishing the emotional 
reality of Freemans affliction. In a series 
of one-on-one interviews, he looks and 
sounds like a lost boy instead of the am- 
bitious Middlebury College graduate he 
once was. This rawness leaves him vul- 
nerable to charlatans and snake oil sales- 
men — until he meets Pepe, a medicine 
man whose sole motivation is restoring 
Freeman back to health.

Jason Bourque is no stranger to melo- 
drama. His made-for-TV movies include 
Stolen Daughter and Are You My Daugh- 
ter? (originally Stolen Dreams). Here, he 
stages a domestic drama via the killing of 
Pakistani civilians by American robots in 
the sky. Instead of wrestling with the 
morality of remote-controlled warfare 
like 2015's Eye in the Sky, a thriller star- 
ring Helen Mirren, Drone is a nucle- 
ar-family-sized version of Death and the 
Maiden. Set in the Seattle suburb of 
Renton, Wash., the English actor Sean 
Bean has never looked more out of place. 
As Neil, he’s as washed out as the bland 
interiors of his family’s tract home. 
When he shows up for work as a drone 
warrior, it’s the right fit for a soulless 
man. His wife Ellen (Mary McCormack) 
is having an affair. His unresponsive son 
Shane (Maxwell Haynes) is blitzed out 
playing — you guessed it — violent 
video games. What will prevent this ordi- 
nary American household from falling 
apart? Imir (Patrick Sabongui), the 
vengeful stranger who comes to town to 
teach them a lesson! This is one of the 
oldest tricks in the Hollywood playbook 
(see Robert Mitchum or Robert DeNiro 
in Cape Fear). It’s a given that many 
Americans are indifferent to the fates of 
foreigners. But taking us hostage? That’s 
Drone’s only impractical suggestion to 
wake us all up. JE

In Freud’s Three Essays on the 
Theory of Sexuality, he has a throwaway 
line explaining why boys like trains so 
much. It’s because the vibration of the 
car on the tracks excites them during 
their latency period, when they aren’t yet 
conscious of their own sexual drive. 
Therefore, they often want to be conduc- 
tors and attribute mystical qualities to 
railroads in general. 

This is gender essentialism and 
probably total pseudoscience, but it’s 
hard to argue with Freud’s underlying 
premise: Many boys like trains. Some 
tech-overlord types want to build 
low-pressure tubes to propel passen- 
gers from San Francisco to Los Angeles 
in half an hour, while others want to 
flee high-pressure kitchens and make a 
new life for themselves cooking out of 
a vintage locomotive. 

Scott Clark, formerly a chef at 
Saison and Benu, is that guy. Dad’s 
Luncheonette, his 18-seat restaurant 
in a train car on the side of Highway 1 
in Half Moon Bay, is a low-intensity, 
high-reward eatery. If, following Freud 
off the psychoanalytical deep end, a 
career shift this metaphor-rich rep- 
resents some kind of mid-life crisis, it’s 
probably the best kind there is. Why 
buy a Corvette when you can forage 
for wild radish flowers and serve them 
to people whose other options, up and 
down the coast, consist pretty much 
only of fast food? 

Clark was Josh Skenes’ deputy 
when Saison became the only Bay 
Area restaurant on the World’s 50 Best 
list, but he and his business-and-life 
partner Alexis Liu gave it all up several 
months ago. (They haven't officially 
relocated down there yet, Clark later 
mentioned in the parking lot, because 
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buying a train car is expensive.) He 
was wearing almost head-to-toe pink, 
calling everybody “dude,” and cheer- 
fully violating a cardinal rule of every 
restaurant I ever worked in, which 
is not to touch the patrons. Clark’s 
a charmer, and being present front- 
of-house is probably like oxygen to 
him. You don’t want to address him as 
“Chef.” You want to call him “Dad.” 

In any case, at Dad’s, caviar pudding 


is out, and restroom keys on long slot- 
ted spoons are in. There’s only one oth- 


er customer-facing employee, a cashier. 


Herbs grow in barrel planters at the 
foot of the barn-red train car, painted 
with foamy waves and a yellow moon. 
Everything is local but the cheese, and 
you only have a few options to choose 
among: a burger and its vegetarian 
alternative, mac ’n’ cheese, a salad, a 
soup, and a dessert. All the beer and 
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wine is in cans, and the coffee is Four 
Barrel. 

The $12 burger was very good, but I 
liked the $11 sauteed oyster mushroom 
sandwich even better. Each comes 
on buttery toasted white bread with 
pickled red onions, egg, and cheese, 
but the beef patty was more crumbly 
than fatty and the mushrooms seemed 
to bond with the cheese at a molecular 
level. I can deal without fries, >> p38

For structural-integrity purposes, 
the skin is thicker than its cousins’. 
But assuming you're successfully able 
to pierce it with the straw’s sharp end, 
your reward is a chunkier version of 
the melted aspic typically found in 
standard-sized dumplings. The hard 
part here isn’t keeping it together 
without leaking; rather, it’s knowing 
when you've consumed just enough 
of the contents to eat the rest. Drain 
it like an overager vampire, and you'll 
wind up with a deflated sac of noodle 
skin — still delightful in texture, but 
lacking much of a flavor profile. But 
if you do it just right, you've got that 
bewitching, gooey-pillowy result that 
makes XLB so irresistible. 

Clean that palate out with a small 
bowl of cucumber-and-chili salad ($3), 
and tear into an order of seafood gyoza 
(five for $7.50) or shrimp har gow with 
a cilantro-based, pesto-like dipping 
sauce (four for $6).

Foggy With 
A Chance of 
Meatballs 


When it’s noon in San Francisco, 
it’s 12:30 a.m. the following day in Mum- 
bai, but it’s pretty much always time for 
meatballs. 

You can ponder this chronological 
curiosity at the Meatball Bar, newly 
open in the former Shorty Goldstein’s 
space on Sutter Street downtown, 
where, like an old-school international 
airport terminal, a row of analogue 
clocks gives diners the time in a dozen 
world cities. 

In proper fast-casual style, you 
choose from any one of eight meats, 
then one of six sauces, plus five optional 
sides, making 288 possible permuta- 
tions (or one for every weekday lunch 
hour for about a year and a month). 
The meatballs themselves come four to 
a $9 order, and they’re generously pro- 
portioned — more Jupiter than Pluto. 
While the lamb had a nice herbaceous 
note, the pork meatball killed it on tex- 
ture — and as any nonna will tell you, 
a meatball is basically a vehicle for the 
sauce. 

In that department, the Meatball 
Bar should be commended for expand- 
ing beyond the Italian-American zone 
with options like Pineapple BBQ and 
Korean Gochujang. But while the lat- 
ter felt like a valiant if slightly wobbly 
attempt to tuck some heat into an oth- 
erwise typical tomato sauce, the spicy 
meat sauce — yes, that’s its actual name 
— was thoroughly excellent. 

Better still, “sides” like risotto, spa- 
ghetti, or braised greens in garlic aren't 
relegated to the perimeter of the dish 
— or, worse, compartmentalized, mil- 
itary-style. They’re placed underneath, 
so that the sauce fuses with everything. 
I've certainly had cheesier risottos, 
but it hardly mattered. This $14 lunch 
became a genuine treat, arriving in min- 
utes and staying hot in spite of being 
a slow eat. And if this whole operation 
is insufficiently San Francisco for you, 
there’s nitro coffee plus specialty kom- 
bucha drinks on tap. Can somebody 
please do something like this to egg- 
plant parm? — PLK

“When I was studying wine and 
I said I was from the Cognac region, the 
other wine growers said, ‘Pfft, in Cognac, 
they don’t know how to make wine, ” 
says Baptiste Loiseau, cellar master for 
Rémy Martin. “Because, of course, it’s for 
distillation.” 

In other words, even the guardian 
of one of the world’s most august 
spirits can trot out war stories about 
being the victim of oenophilic snob- 
bery. Loiseau’s detractors meant that 
since everything his region produced 
gets chucked into a pot still to become 
high-alcohol eau de vie, the quality of 
the grapes hardly mattered. 

They were wrong, he says: “Distil- 
lation is just the concentration of the 
most volatile components.” 

If the wine has oxidized and tastes 
like rotted apples, that will only 
become concentrated as the eau de 
vie ages into Cognac. So he must be 
selective with the 900 growers who

hope their wine will become part of the 
formula. 

“The growers tell me, “You are so 
demanding,” Loiseau says. “But yes, if 
I want to have Louis XIII in one centu- 
ry, | have to make sure they make the 
eaux de vie the same way.” 

It sounds like the bar exam, or the 
admissions rate to a highly selective 
liberal-arts college, but last winter, of 
the 1,000 samples he tested, he only 
had to reject 22. That’s because the 
relationships Rémy Martin has culti- 
vated with members of its agricultural 
cooperative date back many decades, 
and they, too, are masters of their craft 
and of the characteristics of their land. 
And even the few that don’t make the 
cut can be sold to other Cognac houses. 
Either way, the grapes are a “noble raw 
material,’ Loiseau says, throwing only 
the faintest shade at spirits distilled 
from grains. 

The Cognac region is divided into 
six terroirs, or crus, which radiate out 
from the town of Cognac in rough con-

centric circles. Owing to the aromas 
of its grapes, Grand Champagne is 
the cru that produces the best — and 
its name has nothing to do with the 
part of northeast France known for 
sparkling wine, although in each case 
it refers to chalky soils. Named for the 
French king who identified the supe- 
riority of the soil and stipulated that 
Cognac the double-distilled white wine 
had to come from Cognac the region, 
Louis XIII is distilled on the lees, or 
wine sediments. They’re what slowly 
allow aromas to unfold, and Loiseau’s 
nose is trained to suss out what has 
the greatest potential for aging. 

Of course, he says, “when they’re 
terrific, we taste.” 

There have been some shake-ups 
at Rémy Martin recently. For one, a 
late-spring frost — the first since 1991 
— killed off one-third of the vines this 
year. Loiseau is confident the harvest 
will still be bountiful, but the fact that 
he’s the one reaping it is also signifi- 
cant. He’s the youngest person ever to 
hold his post, having inherited the title 
of cellar master from Pierette Trichet, 
herself the first woman to hold sucha 
job at a major Cognac house. Unsur- 
prisingly, he refers to his position as 
his dream job, and even though Trichet 
told the chairman of the company that 
Loiseau was who she wanted to suc- 
ceed her, Loiseau still needed to con- 
vince his superiors that he wouldn't 
bolt for some cushier position else- 
where in three years’ time. 

After she discovered a 100-year- 
old cask that was “going in a different 
way than the others,” Trichet faced a 
choice, Loiseau says. She deemed it 
sufficiently worthy of becoming its 
own limited-edition Cognac, so she 
opted not to blend it with its peers. 
The result was Rare Cask, which Loi- 
seau calls a “big success, a disruptive 
decision,’ and after combing through 
the cellars, Trichet found three ad- 
ditional candidates 
that might ultimately 
yield similar results. 
It is now up to him 
to decide when they 
are to be released, if 
at all. 

For lesser Co- 
gnacs, Loiseau is not 
opposed to making 
a Sidecar — Cognac, 
lemon juice, and tri- 
ple sec or Cointreau 
— or mixing them 
with ginger ale anda 
little lemon. But for 
Louis XIII, the densi- 
ty and drawn-out fin- 
ish would make that 
a crime punishable 
by death in several 
French departments 
(even though France 
banned capital pun- 
ishment in 1981). 
Hewing between a 
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change-averse ethos that can point to 
centuries of consistency and success 
and the cocktail renaissance is tricky, 
but Loiseau points out the tasting 
notes that come in waves from a sip 
of Louis XIII: almond, stewed apples, 
dried roses, nutmeg. 

Food pairings are a bit counterin- 
tuitive. Oysters are out, owing to their 
salinity, but lobster works well. (“A 
big piece of lobster with just a drop of 
Louis XIII is a perfect match,” Loiseau 
says.) Caviar, as long as it’s rich and 
creamy, is good, as are hard cheeses 
like Parmesan or Comteé. The biggest 
surprise, he says, was Spanish ham, 
like acorn-fed jamon iberico. 

“It reinforces the woodiness,’ Lo- 
iseau says, adding that it allows the 
palate to touch the cask. 

Being something of a luxury prod- 
uct, there’s more than a hint of opu- 
lence to the way Louis XIII is bottled. 
Apart from the standard decanter and 
the larger magnum, there’s a 50-mil- 
liliter bottle meant to evoke perfume. 
Last year, Remy Martin launched a 
Methuselah, a six-liter vessel made of 
Baccarat crystal that Harrod’s in Lon- 
don priced at £60,000. (Loiseau says 
only one has sold.) And the United 
States is Rémy Martin’s top interna- 
tional destination, now that anti-cor- 
ruption crackdowns in China have put 
a dent in sales there. 

Such excesses aside, Loiseau’s job 
has a certain ruddiness. By tasting Co- 
gnac all winter, he says, he never gets 


a single cold. And even though he’s the 


fifth-generation cellar master, several 
of his predecessors are still alive. One 
was born in 1924. 

“He turned 93 last Monday,” Lo- 
iseau says. “He’s a small guy, but an 
incredible guy. When he’s in a room, 
you can’t speak. It’s ‘I know how we 
make Cognac, it was much more com- 
plex when I was doing it.’ He knows 
everything.”

Fast-forward to today, and Dirty- 
bird’s humble beginnings seem almost 
cute: A shared interest between three 
friends led to a slapdash party in a 
park — which, in turn, evolved into a 
worldwide dance-music phenomenon.

But though its mem- 
bers’ careers have evolved 
over time, one thing about 
Dirtybird has stayed the 
same: its barbecues. Since 
2013, they’ve been held 
at Treasure Island, a move 
that came about after they 
grew too large to host for 
free at a public park. Since 
2014, the parties have also 
been thrown in select cit- 
ies around the nation, like 
Detroit, Chicago, Seattle, 
and New York. This year’s 
additional barbecues, 
which happened earlier 
in May, were held in Las 
Vegas — because it won 
the annual Dirtybird BBQ 
city vote — and Washington, D.C. — 
because “we’re trying to show some 
Dirtybird BBQ love to new cities,” Von- 
Stroke says. 

Every city has a different lineup, 
and 2017’s out-of-state barbecues 
included sets by OG French producer 
Shiba San, U.K. house DJ Weiss, and 
dance music impresario Eats Every- 
thing. 

But when it comes to the Dirtybird 
barbecue in San Francisco, the lineup 
has been the same since 2010. “For 
better or worse, it’s been set in stone,” 
says VonStroke, who will be spinning 
on Sunday, June 4, along with the 
Martin brothers, Worthy, J. Phlip, and 
Ardalan. 

In addition to a variety of hearty, 
grilled meats, the day-parties include 
carnival games — like strength testers 
and “Knock Over the Milk Bottles” — 
and a hilarious costume contest that in 
the past has seen attendees dressed as 
green dinosaurs or cheeseburgers. 

But it’s the nonstop, thumping 
music that’s the real attraction. While 
fans will likely hear popular tracks like 
VonStroke’s “Barrump” and Justin 
Martin’s “Don’t Go,” the whole point 
of the barbecue is to play adventurous, 
new stuff that, Christian says, will 
“make people stop what they’re doing” 
or “just freak out.”

How to Grill 
Like a Dirtybird 


Barbecue tips anda prized 
recipe from Grillson himself.

When Claude VonStroke, 
Justin and Christian Martin, and 
Worthy were setting up their first- 
ever live-music event in Golden Gate 
Park in 2003, they met a random guy 
named Chris Wilson who offered to 
man their grill. Fourteen years later, 
you ll still find Wilson — now called 
Grillson — at every Dirtybird barbe- 
cue, although his roles have changed a 
bit over the years. 

In the early days, Wilson says, 

“it went from cooking carne asada 
tacos with friends to grilling 500 
cheeseburgers for the first 500 crazy, 
dance-music fans that came through 
the gate.” Now that the barbecues at- 
tract a few thousand people per event 
and require travel to other states, 
Wilson’s responsibilities involve less 
cooking and more planning. He hunts 
for “the best barbecue dudes in each 
city” and hires them to cater the 
event, instead of grilling everything 
himself. 

Though he’s never prepared it at a 
Dirtybird barbecue, a favorite recipe 
Wilson has been “using for some time 
now’ is spice-rubbed smoked ribs 
with a maple-horseradish baste. He 
based the recipe off one from chef 
Bobby Flay, and says that although 
the ingredients do not state it, one of 
his secret additions is “a certain type 
of booze.” 

To cook the ribs, Wilson recom- 
mends having the fires on the grill set 
at different temperatures, leaving one 
side “blazing-hot” and the other side 
cooler for almost-finished meats. 

“Remember,” he says, “it takes 
a bit of an adventurous spirit and a 
whole lot of trial-and-error before 
you get really good at barbecuing.” 
Wilson also recommends testing 
multiple prod- 
ucts and bases 
to get better at 
grilling. “Ex- 
periment with 
different cuts of 
meat, flavorings 
and seasonings, 
types of grills 
and smokers, 
and cooking 
methods,” he 
says. You just 
might stumble 
upon some- 
thing you really 
like.”

INGREDIENTS 


Maple-Horseradish Glaze: 

¢ 2cups pure maple syrup

¢ Salt and freshly ground pepper 


Ribs:

DIRECTIONS 


Glaze: 

Whisk all ingredients together in a 
medium bowl. Season with salt and 
pepper, to taste. 


Ribs: 

Stir spices together in a medium bowl. 
About one-half hour before cooking 
time, soak hickory chips in enough 
water to cover. Drain chips. In a cov- 
ered grill, place slow burning charcoal 
on both sides of a drip pan. Sprinkle 
coals with wood chips. 

Rub top side of each rack of ribs 
with about 3 tablespoons of the rub. 
Place ribs, bone side down, on grill. 
Close cover or place cover on the 
smoker. Grill about one and one- 
half hours, adding chips every 20 
minutes. During the last 10 minutes 
of grilling, brush liberally with the 
Maple-Horseradish Glaze.

’ 
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Nasty Dad 


U.K. grime producer Mr. Mitch tackles the subject of fatherhood, and tries his hand at singing.

In the early 2000s, while Amer- 
icans obsessed over Justin Timberlake’s 
solo debut and all things Britney Spears, 
a new branch of electronic music called 
grime was bubbling up in London. In the 
beginning, it had multiple names — nu 
shape, sublow, and eskibeat — but it be- 
came known for its pairing of industrial 
and occasionally discordant sounds with 
lightning-fast raps. An aggressive and 
energetic subgenre, grime got its start in 
underground parties and on local pirate 
stations like Rinse FM and Deja Vu FM, 
and The Guardian recently hailed it as the 
“most significant aural rebellion since 
punk.” Early grime champions, like Diz- 
zee Rascal, Wiley, and Lethal Bizzle 
penned wordy albums about gang vio- 
lence, street life, and being different, and 
the adjective “nasty” is now a commonly 
used term within the musical style. 

But though grime has reached 
critical mass in the U.K. — albums by 
grime artists have received Mercury 
Prizes, and tracks have been adopted 
as anthems by political groups — it’s 
only now spreading to the U.S. In fact, 
it wasn't until this year that Skepta 
and Stormzy, two of the biggest grime 
stars, made their Coachella debuts. 
But that’s progress, at least to British 
producer Mr. Mitch, who hopes grime 
continues to expand in both scope and 
reach. 

“I want it to be as broad as house,” 
he says. “I don’t want people to think 
of grime as just one thing.” 

Mr. Mitch was a pre-teen when 
grime’s progenitors were dropping 
their debut albums at the turn of the 
century, and his music was greatly in- 
fluenced by it from the get-go. Around 
the time most of his peers were grad- 
uating from university, Mr. Mitch — 
who had dropped out of a media-stud- 
ies program to pursue music and host 
a grime club night called Boxed — was 
forming his own label, Gobstopper 
Records. In addition to a string of his 
own EPs, Gobstopper releases records 
from fellow experimental and elec- 
tronic artists whom Mr. Mitch believes 
“wouldn’t get any attention otherwise 
and just needed to be heard.” Well- 
known avant garde musicians have 
since taken notice of the label: Bjork 
played a Gobstopper song during a set 
in New York, and Aphex Twin included 
a Gobstopper track in a festival playlist 
he later shared on Reddit. 

Mr. Mitch’s debut album, Parallel 
Memories, was released in 2014 and 
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Mr. Mitch 


consists of tracks he wrote and re- 
corded in his parents’ house and while 
riding the train to and from work. 
The mostly instrumental project is a 
study in restraint and minimalism, and 
marked an abrupt left turn from Mr. 
Mitch’s work from only a year before, 
which saw him dropping projects like 
the bassy, trap-drenched EP Suave. 
Devout, Mr. Mitch’s sophomore 
album, came out in April and follows 
in much the same direction as Parallel 
Memories, except in 
one key way: It has 
vocals. Granted, most 
of them are from 
featured artists, but 
you ll hear Mr. Mitch 
cooing lyrics on a few 
tracks, marking a 
change for the produc- 
er who has never be- 
fore sung on a project. 
Calling it “new territory,’ Mr. Mitch 
says the main reason he decided to 
sing was because he finally had the 
privacy to do it. After releasing Parallel 
Memories, Mr. Mitch signed a deal 
with Domino Publishing that came 
with the added perk of being able to

use their studio. For the first time, Mr. 
Mitch felt emboldened enough to try 
his hand at singing because, he says, “I 
knew no one was going to walk in on 
me mid-song.” 

With its gauzy, languid beats, the 
grime elements in Devout are also hard 
to pick up on, making for something 
that’s more of a dreamy listen than an 
aural assault. While Mr. Mitch says the 
change in tone wasn’t intentional — “I 
never try to make a specific thing,” he 
says — he still thinks 
Devout qualifies as a 
grime album, if only 
contextually. 

“Grime is a feeling, 
too,” he says. “It’s an 
attitude of ‘I’m going 
to do what I want to 
do and take this sound 
where I want to take 
it 

Devout’s rebellious streak lies in 
its songwriting, which focuses on the 
not-so-sexy topic of fatherhood. At the 
age of 22, Mr. Mitch — now 28 — had 
his first child, and while he was writ- 
ing Devout, he and his partner were 
expecting their second son. The album 
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starts with “Intro,” a murky, ambient 
number comprised of only a handful of 
lines — ostensibly directed toward the 
mother of his children — like “Do you 
remember when we made our love?” 
and “We've done it again.” 

“Priority,” arguably the record’s 
strongest cut, sees rapper P Money 
grilling a soon-to-be dad on whether 
he’s ready to take on the responsibil- 
ities and challenges of fatherhood, 
and the bouncy album closer “Oscar” 
directs its lyrics toward Mr. Mitch’s 
newborn. 

Focusing Devout on parenthood 
was something Mr. Mitch felt strongly 
about, as he hopes to change negative 
stereotypes of absent Black fathers 
with the album. 

“In the media, a lot of stuff you see 
is dads not doing their jobs as fathers 
or not being around,” he says. “That 
shouldn't be a normality, and that 
shouldn't be the image that I’m seeing 
all the time.”

British musician Ed Sheeran and Irish singer Gavin James have a lot in com- 
mon. Not only are they both redheads with a one year difference in age, but they 
also make the same kind of music: sweet, earnest love songs. Though James has 
yet to reach the same heights as Sheeran — whose 2015 tour he opened for — 
he has made major strides, especially in the last few years. Multiple publications 
named James an artist to watch in 2015, and Spotify chose him as a “Spotlight 
Artist” in 2016. James’ cover of David Bowie’s “Changes” was also the first song 
played on the newly relaunched Virgin Radio UK, and he headlined his first 
arena show last year. His debut album, Bitter Pill, is certified double platinum in 
Ireland, and consists of a range of emotive, heartfelt ballads with cute names 
like “Nervous (The Ooh Song).” “Remember Me’ is a fast, country rambler, and 
the record’s titular track is a fervent, soaring number that sounds like some- 
thing Sam Smith would make. The album also does a great job at showcasing 
James’ various vocal styles, which range from singing to cooing to straight-up

This Detroit singer-songwriter’s name might not ring a bell, but perhaps his nickname, Sugar Man, does. In 2012, Rodriguez 
became the subject of an Academy Award-winning documentary called Searching for Sugar Man, based on the story of his be- 
lated career boom. Born Sixto Diaz Rodriguez, the musician grew up in Detroit and released his first single, “Tll Slip Away,” in 
the late 1960s. A few years later, he signed with Sussex Records, which released his first two albums, Cold Fact and Coming 
from Reality. Filled with noodling guitar, Rodriguez’s folk-pop songs — which often focus on political subjects from the 
standpoint of lower-class communities — never caught on in the U.S. In fact, his albums sold so few copies that Sussex 
dropped him from the label. At the time, he had been working on a third record, but he gave up on it, and it has never been re- 
leased. For the next few decades, he remained in Detroit, where he worked in demolition and line work and ran unsuccess- 
fully several times for public office positions like Mayor of Detroit. Little did he know that his music had reached South 
Africa, where he was so popular that fans likened him to Bob Dylan and Cat Stevens — and sales of his records outnumbered 
Elvis Presley's. For some reason, his South African fans believed he had committed suicide, and Searching for Sugar Man 
chronicles the efforts of two Cape Town fans who went looking for answers. Rodriguez’s career has since been on an upswing, 
and he’s gone on several worldwide and national tours, and both of his albums have been re-released. Dave Matthews Band 
even covered Rodriguez’s song “Sugar Man” while on tour in 2014. In terms of new music, the last we’ve heard from the 
74-year-old was in 2013 when he told Rolling Stone, “I’ve written about 30 new songs.” They have yet to materialize, but 
here’s hoping they come out on album someday. Jessie Schiewe

A busking success story, Too Many Zooz got its start performing in New York 
City subway stations for two years, until they experienced unexpected stardom 
when a video of their set at Union Square was posted to YouTube in 2014. It 
went viral, and to date, the video has more than 3.6 million views. The horn- 
heavy trio — which includes saxophone and trumpet — has since taken its 
blend of “brass house” on the road, ditching subway stations for legit venues 
and embarking on more than six national and international tours. Shortly after 
releasing their debut album, the appropriately titled Subway Gawdz, they were 
invited to perform alongside Beyoncé at the 2016 Country Music Awards in 
Nashville. Though most of Too Many Zooz’s songs are instrumental, it is no 
stranger to collaborating with other acts, like the Bay Area’s world-fusion band 
Beats Antique and Philadelphia rapper Famey. Standout tracks on Subway 
Gawadz include “FTG Pt. 2,” a toned-down piano ballad featuring Harlem lyricist 
S’natra, and album closer “Talkin Bout,” a grimey, EBM track with bars from Ar-

I have two female sex partners who want to be 
breath-play dominated. I know the practice is danger- 
ous, and I employ the rules of consent and communi- 
cation a pro-Dom escort friend taught me. But is there 
a legal release document we could sign that protects 
consenting adults in the event of an accident or death? 

Ruminating About Consensual Kinks 


Restricting someone’s air intake is always 
dangerous, RACK, and while we all too often hear 
about people dying during solo breath play, aka 
“auto-erotic asphyxiation” (an activity no one should 
engage in ever), we rarely hear about someone dying 
during partnered breath play. (I recently discussed 
partnered breath play with Amp from Watts the 
Safeword, a kink-friendly sex-ed YouTube channel. 
Look up Episode 533 at savagelovecast.com.) 

That said, RACK, someone can’t consent to be- 
ing strangled to death by accident. 

“The lawyers in my office discussed this, and we 
agree that there is no way to ‘waive’ or ‘consent to’ 
criminal negligence resulting in substantial bodily 
harm or death,” said Brad Meryhew, a criminal-de- 
fense attorney who practices in Seattle. “I don’t 
think you'll find any lawyer who would draft such 
an agreement. Even if an agreement were executed, 
it is not going to constitute a complete defense if 
something goes wrong. There are principles of crim- 
inal liability for the consequences of our decisions, 
as well as public-policy concerns about people 
engaging in extremely dangerous behaviors, that 
make it impossible to just walk away if something 
goes wrong. Another concern: Signing such a doc- 
ument could make breath play more dangerous, 
not less. “A person who had such a waiver might be 
tempted to push the boundaries even further,” said 
Meryhew. 

And now the pro-Dom perspective... 

“As consenting adults, we assume the risks in- 
volved in this type of kink,” said Mistress A Elena, a 
professional Dominant. “But if you harm your part- 
ner or they become scared, shamed, shocked, or, 
even worse, gravely injured, it’s the Dom’s problem. 
At any time, the submissive can change their mind. 
Some cases have been classified as ‘rape’ or ‘torture’ 
afterward, even though consent was initially given. 
It’s our job as Dominants/Tops/Leads to make sure 
everyone is safe, consenting, and capable.” 


I'm a 32-year-old guy, my gal is 34, and we've been 
together for two years. Every time we get it on or she 
goes down on me (though not when I eat her out), my 
mind wanders to fantasies involving porno chicks, exes, 
or local baristas. A certain amount of this is normal, 
but I'm concerned that this now happens every time.
